A Statement of the "Echo" Refuted 


By the Friends of 


H O N . J O H N C E S S N A . 


as Thin False Assertion Made To Justify 
the Corrupt Coarse Pursued by the 


Philadelphia Politician? 


The Mountam EOw, Mr. Thropp's 


newspaper, in its leading editorial two 
weeks ago, said: "The Hon. John 
Cessna told the writer personally that 
at the end of his last campaign for 
congress, twenty odd years ago, he 
was out of pocket thirty-five thousand 
dollars." The friends of John Cessna 
in this county question this statement 
and assert that if Mr. Cessna was 
living the writer would not have dared 
make such a statement. The people 
who knew Mr. Cessna best say that he 
was exceeding'y careful in spending 
bis own money in polities and that at 
no time in his life had he any such 
snm of money that he conld have spent 
in his own campaign. The general 
judgment of the people of Bedford is 
that the statement thus made is abso- 
lutely false. What was the purpose of 
such a statement now after John Cess- 
na has been in his grave for six years ? 
This, and this only, to bolster up an 
excuse for the enormous expenditures 
of money made in this district-since 
the advent of the Philadelphia boss. 


If the .Echo would truthfully give the 


public the amounts spent by Mr. 
Thropp to secure his nomination and 
election to congress in this district its 
statements would receive more con- 
sideration, as it could speak with 
knowledge. 
J. C. McGonagle, chief 


clerk for Mr. Thropp, declared, over 
his own signature, that he alone spent 
for Mr. Thropp in the campaign of 
1896 310,000. How many others were 
handling the Thropp funds in that 
campaign and what amounts they paid 
out we know not. Is this statement, 
slandering John Cessna in his grave, 
made to give the people of this dis 
trict to understand that Thropp spent 
in the congressional campaign of 1S9S 
the sum of thirty-five thousand dollars? 
Is it made to justify the statement in 
the .Echo, that "we were for Thropp 
because no other Bedford county man 
had the RESOURCES to cope with the 
situation?" Is it made to justify the 
further announcement contained in 
the Eclui of the same date that, "we 
announce, however, here and now, 
point blank, that we have been, we 
•re, and we shall be, for Joseph E 
Thropp against all comers for con- 
grissman from onr district?" 


THE THROPP MILLIONS 


Should .Be Taxed In Thin County If Thropp 


Is a Resident of Bedford. 


The Thropps are reported to be 


worth three millions of dollars. Sup- 
posing.this to be a high -estimate and 
that.they have but two millions of in- 
terest or dividend bearing securities, 
the annual tax of four mills on this 
sum would be 38,000 a year. If Mr. 
Thropp is really a citizen of this county 
and not of Philadelphia or elsewhere 
then this tax of 83,000 a year should 
have been annually paid into the 
county treasury and under the law of 
the state threes-fourths of the tax on 
interest bearing sscurities belongs to 
the county and one-fourth tD the state, 
thus Bedford county would get of this 
tax six thousand dollars (86,000) a year. 
Mr. Thropp has claimed a residence in 
this county from the day he landed 
here and proclaimed himself a candi- 
date for congress. 
This covers the 


past eight years. If the Thropps are as, 
wealthy as reputed then the county of 
Bedford should have received in the 
past eight years, on above estimate, 
the sum of 348,000—which it did not 
get. If this tax is paid in the city of 
Philadelphia it is a great wrong to 
Bedford county. 
Ha should not as- 


sume to represent thi? district in con- 
gress if these taxes are paid in Phila- 
delphia. Much less should he be per- 
mitted to name the district attorney, 
sheriff, treasurer and county commis- 
sioners or any other officers of the 
county whose duly will be to bring 
these taxes into the Bedford county 
treasury. Does any voter for one mo- 
ment suppose that any of the nomi- 
nees on the Republican ticket nominat- 
ed by Thropp's delegates and influence 
if elected would make an effort to have 
the Thropp millions taxed in this 
county?

Large Number of English Officers and Pri- 


vates Captured 


A few days ago the Royal Irish Fu- 


sileers, No. 10 Mountain Battery and 
the Gloucestershire regiment, which 
were sent to guard the left flank of 
the British troops at Ladysmith, South 
Africa, were surrounded by the Boers 
and after losing heavily were obliged 
to capitulate. 
General White, of the 


British army, took upon himself full 
responsibility for the disaster. 
Forty- 


two officer?, from 1,500 to 2,000 men 
and six seven-pound screw guns were 
captured. 


The Boer loss at Ladysmith U said 


to be heavy, being estimated at 900 or 
1,000 in killed and wounded. A de- 
spatch by way of Cape Town said that 
fighting was going on at Umbanbane, 
near Ladysmith. The Boers were also 
reported to be preparing to shell Kim- 
berley. 


A late despatch from Ladysmith 


said that the Boers were again closing 
in and the situation was very grave. 
Military experts think General White 
was outgeneraled by Joubert. Advices 
from Cape Town show that the Boers 
are gathering in force at Dew Drop 
and others are advancing along the 
Helptnaker road. 
Deep gloom pre- 


vails in London over the reverse at 
Ladysmith. 


The British war office has ordered 


a second army corps to be in readiness 
to be called out. Whether it will ac- 
tually be called out depends on the at- 
titude of Europe after this first serious 
British reverse and on the judgment 
of General Buller, who may demand 
more troops for South Africa. 
The 


action is regarded as a purely precau- 
tionary measure. 


The British army in South Africa 


will eventually reach the huge total of 
89,634 men.

31.—A journey 


through Italy, extending 
from the 


Switzerland frontier to Milan and 
Genoa; thence along the coast of the 
Mediterranean to Pisa and still on to 
the ancient city of Rome; then 
to 


Naples, taking in Pompeii, Mt. Vesu- 
vius and the Island of Capri; then 
across the Midland through picturesque 
scenery to Florence; then over to the 
easternmost city, Venice, on tbe Adri 
atic sea; thence to Verona, past Italian 
lakes over into Austria, gives one a 
pretty good idea of the customs and 
habits of the Italian people. To the 
impartial observer the verdict cannot be 
otherwise than favorable. If anyone 
imagines that Italy, as a whole, is in 
a bad way because of its finance—that 
is, of the governmental exchequer—is 
crippled in its power when compared 
to England, Germany, or Russia, or is 
waning, he may at once dismiss the 
idea, for the people, as a class, in the 
cities, as a whole, present a prosper- 
ous appearance. The movement from 
country to town, so marked in the 
United States, Germany and England, 
is also visible and the urban growth 
has kept pace with other portions 
of the world, if not exceeding them in 
average. 


The Italian cities are, as a rule, well 


Sfoverned and are models in many re- 
spects. At Rome the drainage system, 
paving and general condition of the 
streets, alleys and sewers challenge 
comparison with many cities of the 
world, while Naples, once as famous 
ror its squalor and filth as for its 
beauty and interest, is now a compar- 
atively clean city. 
Electric street 


lighting, complete telephone circuits; 
in fact, all modern electrical conveni- 
ences are quite universally in use in 
the larger cities. The street ear ser- 
vice at Rome, Naples and Florence is 
especially excellent. The charges are 
very low, being two cents for the jour- 
ney of one mile; three cents for the 
entire length of the line within the 
city limits. The cars are large, airy, 
neat and move with very satisfactory 
speed. One of the striking character- 
istics of the Italian cities is the splen- 
did water supplies. Water is brought 
to Rome by aqueducts, a distance of 
nearly sixty miles, and is as sparkling, 
bright and clear as when it gushes 
forth from its native mountains. It is 
very abundant and there are scores of 
large and small public fountains. In 
front of St. Peter's cathedral two 
mammoth fountains play all the time. 


No other city in the world is so im- 


pressive and instructive to the thought- 
ful person as the Eternal City. Here, 
as nowhere else, the past and present 
meet. The eye of the traveler gathers, 
in one glance, thecloocct maxima of the 
Etruscans and the long distance tele- 
phone wire of the Americans. Tbe bust 
of Augustus and the living face of 
King Humbert; the fountain of Roma 
(Juadrata and those of the modern 
uotel; the cruel and sanguinary Coli- 
seum and the Red Cross ambulance. 
The splendid ritual of High Mass iu 
St. Peter's and the plain garb of the 
Philadelphia Quaker. 


There are many things of interest to 


see in Rome, such as the ruins of the 
Forum, from which Cicero hurled hib 
Pailippic and Mark Antony made his 
speech over the dead body of Cffi=ar;the 
Pantheon; the baths of Ceracalla and 
Diocletian; the arches of Septimus, 
Servius, Titus and Constantine; the 
Pdlatine Hill; the Catacombs; the Col- 
umbaria of the Imperial Household;the 
various ancient temples; the Vatican 
museum; the Quirinal and other places; 
the historic churches and the Via 
Appia, over which St. Paul walked, 
chained between the Roman soldiers. 


Now we cross to the Coliseum with 


its crumbling walls propped up like 
a weakened witness, silently testify- 
ing to the dark deeds of the past.

George) Myers. 


George Myers died at his home in 


Rayne township, Indiana county, Oc- 
tober 23, 
Mr. Myers was born in 


Morrison's Cove, Bedford county, in 
180S. 
When four years of age Mr. 


Myers' parents removed to Indiana 
county and located on a farm in White 
township. At the age of twenty-five 
years the deceased married Miss Kitty 
Adams. One child, Mrs. John Ralston, 
of White township, blessed this union, 
and the mother died three months after 
her birth. Three years later Mr. Myers 
married Elizabeth M. Kinter, of Indi- 
ana county. 
Ten children were the 


fruits of the second marriage, and all 
are living except a daughter, Sarah, 
who was married to Benjamin .Short. 
Decedent's second wife died November 
19, 1S65. Mr. Myers is surrived by 
fifty-eight grandchildren and fourteen 
great grandchildren. 
The deceased 


was a man of strong convictions and 
it has been said that no power on earth 
could swerve him from what he be- 
lieved to be the right. He was a mem- 
ber of the United Presbyterian church 
and years ago was an energetic anti- 
blavery man. 


Rico, died a few minutes before 4 
o'clock Friday morning at his home in 
New York city, of pneumonia, aged 
sixty-two years. 


General Henry wa-s born March 9, 


1837, at an army post on the frontier 
of what is now Oklahoma, at that time 
known under the more general term of 
Indian Territory. 
He attended West 


Point and graduated from the Hudson 
River institution in 1861, just in time 
for the stirring war times of the re- 
bellion. After leaving West Point he 
served as an officer in one of the regu 
lar regiments for a month or two and 
then was placed in command of the 
Fortieth Massachusetts infantry. With 
this regiment he distinguished him- 
self greatly during the balance of the 
war. 


He led the assaults 'of his brigade 


the Confederate breastworks at 


Cold Harbor, Va., in .1864, where he 
had two horses shot from under him 
while in the act of leaping over the 
enemy's works. For his'actions in this 
engagement he was granted a medal 
of honor by congress. In the Indian 
uprisings and wars between 1870 and 
1800 Captain Henry led all the regular 
army officers in bravery. 


When the Spanish war opened he 


,vas the lowest ranking colonel in the 
regular army. He was nominated a 
brigadier-general of volunteers and as 
such served in command of the Second 
brigade. 


When General Brooke left Porto 


Rico to take his present position, that 
of governor general of the island of 
Cuba, General Henry was made mili- 
taiy governor of Porto Rico, which 
position he held until but a short time 
ago, when on account of failing health 
he asked to be transferred and was 
ordered to take command of the De- 
partment of the Missouri, with head- 
quarters at SI. Louis. 


Physically General Henry was al- 


most a wreck, and it has been the 
wonder of his friends in the army that 
he lived as long as he did and continu- 
ed in active service. His body wafl 
full of bullet holes, while his legs and 
feet never recovered from a very severe 
freezing he received in a blizzard near 
White Earth, Dak., in the winter of 
1S73 74. His cheeks were nearly all 
shot away in the Indian wars.

Under District Attorney Little. 


The office of district attorney is one 


that can be used so as to lighten the 
burdens of taxation. The district at- 
torney can cause the -settlement of' 
many of the trifling disputes so'ofteri 
aired in court without benefit to the 
parties or the public. The district at- 
torney can lessen the expenses of the 


actually tried by having cases 


ready and disposed of with promptness. 
An examination of the auditors' reports 
during the term of A. L. Little, the 
present district attorney, shows that 
the expenses of the criminal courts in 
this county have been on the increase. 
While the Quarter Sessions docket 
shows that the number of criminal 
cases actually returned by the justices 
to court have decreased more than 
twenty per cent, during the past three 
years, as compared with the three 
years, preceding, an examination of 
the county auditors' reports, for the 
same period of time, shows that the 
expenses of criminal court paid by the 
county have 
been 
increased more 


than twenty per cent. 
If a district 


attorney manages the criminal cases 


>f<in his first term so as to constantly in- 


crease the expenses of the county, that, 
too, when he expects to be a candidate 
for re-election, what can be expected 
of him in a second term when he does 
not expect a further election?

erals Lawton and MacArthur, who are 
said to be slated for the vacancies in 
the regular army, made by the retire- 
ment of Brigadier-General Shafter and 
the death of Brigadier-General Henry, 
who was buried yesterday at Arling- 
ton, with military honors, are to have 
practically independent commands in 
the coming campaign on the island of 
Luzon. That is to say, they are to 
carry out the general plan of cam- 
paign as arranged by General Otis, but 
are to be left independent as to the 
movements of their respective com- 
mands while in the field and free to do 
as they may think bast, without hav- 
ing to first get the consent of General 
Otis, 


The administration is banding every 


effort toward counteracting the ad- 
verse sentiment against its Philippine 
policy, which it realizes is increasing, 
The Philippine commission which met 
in Washington yesterday, has been 
ordered to hurry a preliminary report 
in favor of the administration policy, 
so it can be put before the public at 
once. The members of the commis-

are Admiral Dewey, Colonel 


Denby, Professor Sehurman and Pro- 
I'essor Worcester. The meetings are 
being held behind closed doors.

All 
represent the condition of the Cuban 
poor as they are after the island has 
been at peace for more than a year; as 
they are after the American flag has 
iloa'ted over them for ten months.

When Neheroiah heard it he "sat

0, Lord God of Heaven, the 
great and terrible God, that keepeth 
covenant and mercy for them that love 
Him and observe His commandments : 
Let Thine ear now be attentive. . .Both 
I and my father's house have sinned 
. . .Remember, I beseech Thee, the word 
that Thou commandest thy servant, 
Moses, saying, "If ye transgress,! will 
scatter you abroad among the nations - 
But if ye turn unto me, and keep my 
commandments, and do them; though 
there were of you cast out unto the 
uttermost part of the heaven, yet wil'

bring them unto the place that I have 
chosen to set my name there." 


"Now these are Thy servants and 


Thy people, whom Thou haat redeemed 
by Thy great power and by Thy strong 
hand ---- Prosper, I pray Thee, Thy 
servant this day, and grant him mercy 
in the sight of this mm."

Ing fraternity of the north, meditates 


Quicksand! Hidden Under Clar. 
Curious but dangerous freaks of na- 


ture frequently found in the deserts of 
Arizona are called suinideros by the 
Mexicans and Indians. They are mask- 
ed pitfalls of quicksand that occur in 
the drj' plains and are covered with a 
treacherous crust of clay that has been 
spread over them in fine particles by 
the wind and baked dry by the sun. 


The peculiar properties of the soil 


retain all the moisture drained into 
them after the infrequent rains and al- 
low it to bo filtered to unknown depths, 
so that a man or a horse or a cow or a 
sheep that one* steps upon that de- 
ceptive crust Instauny sinks out of 
sight beyond hope of rescue. 
The 


sumideros are on a level with the Bur- 
face of the desert 
There is no dan- 


ger signal to mark them, and their 
surface cannot be distinguished by the 
ordinary eye from the hard clay that 
surrounds them. They occur most fre- 
quently In the alkali covered flats and 
are often 13 or 20 feet in diameter. 
Sometimes they are only little pockets 
or wells that a man can leap across, 
but the longest pole has never found 
their bottom. A stone thrown through 
the crust sinks to unknown depths, 
and no man who ever fell into one of 
them was rescued. 
They account for 


the mysterious disappearance of many 
men and cattle.—Chicago Record,

THE OLD TI'.ENCH SYSTEM. 


on past and present methods of celery 
culttire after the following fashion re- 
corded in Farm and Fireside: 


The method usually employed there 


Is to plant iu beds six feet wide, with 
alleys of same width between each two 
beds. 
The space for the plants is 


slightly excavated, say four Inches 
deep, and the plants are set in rows 
across the bed, which rows are one 
foot apart, while the plants in the t'ows 
are set six inches apart. The bed is 
then gradually filled up with earth 
from the alleys. The prime condition 
of success in growing celery thus close- 
ly together is an excess of available 
plant foods in the soil. It is not enough 
that we use plenty of manure in the 
soil, but this manure should be old— 
that is, well rotted and intimately mix- 
ed with the soil. I wouder what suc- 
cess southern people would meet if 
they were to try the old plan of plant- 
ing in trenches. 
Sometimes I have a 


notion to plant a patch in this way 
again. The'chief difficulty is the fact 
that in order to go a foot down into the 
ground we have to dig up a portion of 
the hard clay subsoil. 
Of course we 


have to set the plants in good surface 
soil. 
After the trench is dug a lot of 


Qne manure and good surface soil, well 
mixed, must be put back into the 
trench, say not less than four inches 
deep, and into this the celery is plant- 
ed. We may have a single or a double 
row. 
I am now quite in favor of mak- 


ing double rows in any way we may 
plant. It gives double the number or 
plants and requires only one banking, 
boarding or filling up. 


In reality there is little difference be- 


tween the old trench system and the 
mulching system as now practiced by 
me. The Illustrations will make this 
plain. 
Any way the principle is the 


same. Fig. 1 shows the young plants 
in the bottom of the trenches, with 
banks of earth between the rows. Fig. 
2 shows the double rows on the surface 
of the ground, with banks of coarse 
manure between each 
two double 


rows, the manure being held up aud 
away from the plant rows by boards 
set up on long edge on each side of 
each double row. 


In either case the plants are protect- 


ed from drying winds, and heat. In the 
mulching system we have another ad- 
vantage. If weather is very dry aud 
hot, we can let a stream of water, if

we have it, sonk throngl] the manure, 
thus forcing rapid jjrowlli ot the pluuts 
in auy kind of weatbur by means of 
the 
easily assimilated 
plant foods 


which the water dissolves from the 
manure and carries down to the roots 
of the plants. With celery thus man- 
aged and protected there will be very 
little chance for rnsts or blights to at- 
tack the foliage, but if they do spray- 
ing with bordeaux mixture iu the ear- 
lier stages of growth or with a weak 
solution of copper sulphate will restore 
the plants to health.

The term "secret service money" Is

000 annually included in the estimates, 
In respect of which ministers are only 
required to make a declaration that 
the monpys spent bave been expended 
"in accordance with the intentions of 
parliament." 


As ministers are required to give no 


account of their stewardship, it is ob- 
vious we have no means of knowing 
how these moneys are expended. The 
reader, however, who carries his mini] 
hack to episodes within his knowledge, 
such as the collapse of the Fenian con- 
spirators or of their later develop- 
ment, the "Irish Invincibles," will have 
little difficulty In realizing how indis- 
pensable a fund of this kind Is to the 
protection of a state and of under- 
standing the infinite variety of uses to 
which it may be applied.—Chambers'

To Tuke Honey From the Hive. 


To remove comb honey from the hive 


great care should be takeu. After oue 
has produced a case of nice fancy 
grade honey it is important to know 
bow to take It from the hive and not 
have the bees puncture the white cap- 
pinRs. This is often permitted, and the 
honey is rated as second grade. When 
ready to take off honey, approach the 
hive with the smoker going veil, send 
in a few puffs of smoke at the en- 
trance, then raise the back end of the 
super and pull in a little smoke very 
gently. Do not frighten the bees by 
rough handling or jarring the hive in 
any way, for then th«y will run to the 
boxes of nice honey and puncture tlie 
cappings and fill thc'inselvos. 
After 


raising the super about six inches on 
the back end with one hand slip tho 
bee escape under it with the other 
hand and adjust everything in its place. 
The bees will all make their exit 
through the escape in the board one 
by one, ami your super will be ready to 
corne off the next day. It Is best to put 
on escapes toward eveuiug so the btjes 
in the super will not be too hot. Now. 
if you have beeu judicious and expedi- 
tious iu all your manipulations you 
may carry off your super of nice comb 
honey the next morning without a 
puncture or scratch.—Orange Jmld 
Farmer.

HEREAS, BY THE 10TH SECTION 


of an Act of tho General Assembly 


of the Common wealth of Pennsylvania, en- 
titled "An Act to amend the 10th section of 
an Act entitled, 'An act to regulate the 
nomination and election of public officers, 
requiring certain expenses incident thereto 
to be paid by the several counties, and pun- 
ishing; certain offenses in regard to such 
elections,' " approved the 2Gth day of June, 
A. D., 1895, itis provided as follows: 


SUCTION 10. It shall be the duty of the 


sheriff of every county, at least ten days 
before any general election to be held 
therein, except borough and township elec- 
tions-to give notice of the same by adver- 
tisements in at least three newspapers, if 
there be so many published in the county, 
two of said newspapers representing so far 
as practicable the political party which at 
the preceding November election east the 
largest number of votes and the other one 
of said newspapers representing so Car as 
practicable the political party which at the 
preceding November election cast the next 
largest number of yotes, and in addition 
thereto the sheriff of every county shall, at 
least ten days before any general election 
to be held in cities of the first, second and 
third classes, give notice o£ the same by 
proclamation pasted up iu the most con- 
spicuous places in every election district in 
said cities of the first,secoud and third class 
and in every such advertisement or procla- 
mation, 


I. Enumerate the officers to be elected 


and give a list of all the nominations made 
as provided in this act aud to be voted for 
in such county, and the full text of all con- 
stitutional amendments submitted to a vote 
of the peoplej but the proclamation posted 
ia each election district need not contain 
the names of any candidates but those to 
be voted for in such district. 


Designate the place at which the 


election is to be held. 
HI. He shall give notice that every per- 


son, excepting justices of the peace, who 
shall hold any otlice or appointment of prof- 
it or trust under the government of the 
United States, or of this state, or of any 
city or incorporated district, whether u 
commissioned officer or otherwise, a subor- 
dinate officer or agent who is or shall be 
employed under the legislative, executive 
or judiciary department of this state, or 
of the United States,or of any city or incor- 
porated district, and also that every mem- 
ber of congress and of the state legislature, 
and of the select or common council of any 
chy, or commissioners of any incorporated 
district, is, by law, incapable of holding or 
exercising at the same time the office or ap- 
pointment of judge, inspector or clerk of 
any election of this commonwealth, and 
that no inspector, judge or other officer of 
any such election shall be eligible to any 
office to be then voted for except that of an 
election officer.
